School Board Meeting, 
Wednesday Evening is 
Attended by Forty-five 

Resident* Told Why Two 

Teacher Contracts 

Not Renewed

Forty-five residents' of the Anti- 
och High School district were pres- 
ent at the regular meeting last 
night. Because of .the large vat- 
tendance, the meeting was held in 
the school cafeteria, instead of the 
regular board room. 
• The school board had no official 
notice that the. visitors would be 
present, and it is believed that they 
were there at. the invitation of cer- v 
tain members of v the faculty. 

After reading the minutes of pre 
vious meetings, Mr] Dittman, princi 
pal, made, a short statement to the. 
board covering the history of the 
teachers in question. Among rea- 
sons for his recommendation to the 
board that itwo contracts not be re- 
newed and that one teacher be.put 
on probation (for an additional year 
was the fact 'that "teachers have 
indulged In a series of acts de- 
signed to circumvent the adminis-' 
tration i of the . school." He cited 
specific instances in' which one 
teacher refused 'to serve -on a teach- 
er relations committee, which was 
organized to recommend salary 
schedules to the board; At a re- 
cent board meeting a group attempt- 
ed to submit a '-home room plan" 
directly to the board. Dittman 
added that ."these practices . consti- 
tute a 'breach of prof essional ethics," 
and that "if the board allows teach- 
ers .to circumvent .the. administra- 
tion, trouble will be eternal." 

The board .then moved that a 
"vote oi confidence" be cast for 
Dittman. This motion carried unan- 
imously. 

■The, meeting was, recessed ► to the. 
cafeteria, where Board President. 
Fred Scott welcomed the visitors 
and Invited question or comment, 
saying' that such a large group must 
be there for a reason. In answer to 
a question from the floor concern- 
ing the dismissal of Chandler, a pre-

To Head Cancer Drive 



The American Cancer Society's 
educational and fund-raising Cru- 
sade during ,the month of April in 
Antioch will be headed by Mrs. 
Louis Biel of Channel Lake, it has 
been announced by Dr. Peter J. 
(Farago, Lake County Drive Chair- 
man. ■ 

The' local quota for 1956 has been 
set at $675, the same as last year's 
quote. In the county, a goal of 
$37,600 has been set, an Increase of 
about $1,000 over last year's quota. 

The overall increase represents 
Lake l County's' share of the national 
go"al of $26,000,000— an increase over 
the $24,000,000 goal reached 'in 1955.- 

"The goal is larger in 1956," it 
was explained, "because of the ris- 
ing over-all incidence of cancer in 
this country. This continues to be 
due largely to the fact that the span 
of human life has been considerably 
increased in recent decades. People 
live longer, 'and thus reach an age 
when cancer is most likely to strike. 

"Through the years since 1934 the 
national cancer death rate, has gone 
up and up. In 1934 the number of 
deaths per 100,000 population was 
106— for 1954 ithe estimated rate was 
147. , 

"The picture is not all dark, how- 
ever, there have been encouraging 
reductions of deaths from certain 
forms of cancer, due primarily to 
newly applied techniques for the de- 
tection and treatment of -the dis- 
ease. In, 1955 about 80,000 persons 
were' saved from cancer, including 
10,000 women who would have died 
from it 10 years ago.

which covers the pool, cement work

Costs of Building Up 

Faced with a total cost of the pool 
which exceeded the architect's esti- 
mate, the board deliberated alterna- 
tives, which included cutting down 
on the size of the pool and bath- 
house; or raising more funds for the 
project. It , was decided that the 
latter course would, be followed, 
since cutting down on size would 
reduce efficiency and capacity. 

Forethought toy the committee 
had anticipated the chance of a 
higher cost of construction in that 
an authorization for the sale of an 
additional $10,000 in bonds had 
toeen voted by the corporation in 
the original resolution. It was de- 
cided to exercise this right, rather 
than to cheapen the pool.

Little, if any, 
trouble in disposing of the bonds is 
anticipated since the original offer- 
ing of $70,000 was oversubscribed.

Dairy Farmers to Get 

P. M. A. Questionnaires 

Chicago — Every dairy farmer 
member of Pure Milk Association. 
will receive a questionnaire asking 
his opinion on price support pro- 
grams in the next (few days. 

The questionnaire sent out by 
Walter E. Winn, Richmond, presi- 
dent of the Association, explains 
that the government support pro- 
gram for dairy products is current- 
ly the subject of considerable con- 
troversy., 

On <a national level the Pure Milk 
Association works through' the Na- 
tional Milk Producers Federation, 
an organization of dairy coopera- 
tives. Winn is first vice -president 
of the Federation. 

In the questionnaire dairy farmer 
members are asked to how their 
preference of seVeral types of Gov- 
ernment programs,' ranging from no 
supports on dairy products to high 
support levels. 
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ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 

Ask the next ten .itaxpayors you meet Whether they 
favor more efficient and economical government and 
you'll get 10 enthusiastically affirmative answers. 
But ask for specific Suggestions as to where, how, and 
to what extent changes should be made, and you'll 
get all kinds of conflicting ideas. When it comes to 
government economy, as in so many other matters af- 
fecting human (beings, much depends on whose ox is 
being gored. 

This truism helps to explain why reforms pro- 
posed by the second Hoover Commission — which, it is 
estimated, would reduce the federal spending by 
$5,000,000,000 to' $f],0o6,000,000 a year if adopted in toto 
— are finding the. going hard. Various of the pro- 
posals, of course, arc of a routine and essentially non- 
controversial nature, and these are gradually being 
adopted. But the big, ibasic recommendations, con- 
cerning the- Defense and State departments, (the Vet- 
erans Administration, government lending activities, 
water and power policy, and so on, are in a very dif- 
ferent category. ' " 

, On top of that, some serious misunderstandings 
of the philosophy, which underly the recommendations 
have gained wide." currency.. The reports run to 
thousands of printed, pages. Few people have read 
■them. So there has been plenty of room for miscon- 
ceptions, v 

John Chamberlain, in a scries of articles appearing 
in The Wall Street Journal, has attempted to clear the 
air and winnow 'fact froni prejudice. The Commis- 
sion, he observes, has been accused of trying to turn 
the clock back pasf Coolidge's time to McKinley's. 
It is said that it wants to cut government spending 
arbitrarily, no matter who gets hurt. As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Chamberlain points out, "nowhere has the 
Commission attacked 'spending' as such." It is not 



against the government's social service and general 
welfare activities. In a number of cases the commis- 
sion advocates very substantial increases in govern- 
ment spending. Fields of which this is true Include 
the civil service, basic research in the Department .'of 
Defense, and basic medical research. 

The Commission did /recommend cuts, some heavy, 
where, in its opinion the cost is too high for the ser- 
vices rendered where something can be done better 
for less money, where there is needless duplication of 
effort, or where private enterprise can fill the re- 
quirements efficiently and economically. It found, to 
take random example^, that there are 26 different fed- 
eral department and agencies mixing in health activi- 
ties; that simplification in paper-work can save $288,- 
000,000 a year; that there is a widespread unjustified 
competition with the* banks and other private lend- 
ing agencies; that the Treasury could save $151,000,000 
a year by better traffic management; that improved 
methods of disposing of surplus property and account- 
ing practices would save huge sums. 

The Commission, in other words, did not set its 
face against change, nor against the growth of gov- 
ernment. What it did is summed up by Mr, Chamber- 
lain in these words: "In running Its survey lines 
through the forest of Big Government, the Commission 
turned up vast areas where dead wood abounds and 
saplings are starved for. sunlight. But sensible con- 
servation practices have cleaned up many a forest, and 
could be applied .to this one."

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Rev. Adolph KraHl, 60, 
Formerly of Antioch, 
Dies in Phoenix, Ariz. 

The Rev. Adolph Krahl, 60, pas- 
tor of the Antioch Methodist church 
from 1026 through 1029, died recent- 
ly at Phoenix, Ariz. His dearth fol- 
lowed a hospitalization- of but a few 
days and resulted from a liver in- 
fection. 

He was noted as the founder and 
director of the Goodwill . industries 
in Arizona. 

Mr. Krahl was born in New 
Haven, Con., studied at Yale Divin- 
ity school, and was ordained a 
Methodist minister at Garrett Bibli- 
cal University in Evanston, in 1922. 
After serving several pastorates in 
Illinois - he went to Arizona in 1936 
and for 10 years was a missionary 
among the Indians at Yuma.. 

He went to Phoenix in 1946 and 
founded the Goodwill Industry with 
a grant of $40,000. Crippled per- 
sons were rehabilitated and pro- 
vided work to earn their, living. 
In six years the industry paid more 
than $200,000 in wages, in addition 
.to earning $100,000 to expand the 
institution.' 

Surviving are the widow, Mira E. 
Krahl, three sons, Leonard, of Phoe- 
nix, Robert of Seattle, Wash., and 
J«ck of Tempe, Ariz.; a daughter, 
Mrs. Kent (Catherine) Green of 
Owosso, Mich.; three -brothers, a sis- 
ter, 12 grandchildren, and two great 
grandchildren';

Many taxpayers are under the im- 
pression that a wife is dependent on 
her husband and that if her income 
is under $600 she can file her own 
return to obtain a refund -and still 
Declaimed by her husband on his 
return. 

This has been 1 a practice followed 
by many wives who later found that 
their returns had to be adjusted to 
correct the claiming of their, ex- 
emption twice. 

Wife Not a Dependent 

Under no circumstances can. a 
wife be claimed as a dependent by 
her husband. A husband is allowed 
to claim the exemption of his wife 
as a spouse by reason of the marital 
relationship. The rules that apply 
to the spouse exemption are dif- 
ferent from , the 'dependency exemp- 
tion. 

A wife may file a joint return 
with her husband whether or not 
she has income. If she has income, 
she may file jointly or separately. 

If she chooses to file . separately, 
then she claims her own exemption 
on her return and her husband is 
not allowed her claim on his return. 

College Students Required to File 
There has" been some misunder- 
standing concerning the status of 
college students as taxpayers since 
the next tax law liberalized their 
status as dependents ". . . college 
students', like any other taxpayers, 
are required to file income tax re- 
turns if their gross* income for the 
year is $600 or more. The provision 
of the new law refers' to the status 
of college students as < dependents. 
If a student earns more than $600 
during his taxable year, his parents 
may still claim him as their depend- 
ent as long as they provide chief 
or full support and he is a full stu- 
dent in an accredited school for at 
least 5 calendar months of the year. 
Even though the student .may be 
claimed as a dependent, he himself 
must file (his own' return and report 
his own income. 

If the student's income is less than 
$600 and the employer ' withheld 
taxes, then the student should file

, St. Peter's Announced by the Rev. Fr. Henderson

Good Friday is -the anniversary 
of the Lord's Passion and Death. 
The Life of the world died on the 
Cross, that wc who were dead in 
sin might have life "abundantly. To- 
day's Liturgy/cdnsis<» : bf .'four parts; 
1 — The Instruction service com- 
prises a reading from.rMic, Prophecy 
of Osce, a reading ifrom the Book 
of Exodus (which describes the first 
Passover celebration :of the Jews 
under Moses), and the solemn 
chanting of the Passion of our Lord 
Jesus' Christ according to Saint 
John. 

2 — The prayer service directs to 
God the solemn petitions of the 
faithful. These prayers, nine in 
number, are for the following inten- 
tions: For the Church; for the Su- 
premo Pontiff; for all ranks, of 
clergy and people; for the rulers of 
nations; for catechumens (converts 
awaiting Baptism) ; for the needs of 
the faithful;, for Church unity; for 
the conversion of the Jews; and for 
the conversion of the pagans. 

3 — The Holy .Cross, the memoriat 
of our Redemption, is unveiled with 
the words, "Behold the wood of the 
Cross on which hung the Savior of 
the world. Come, let us adore." In 
answer Jo this, invitation, the en- 
tire Christian community (clergy 
and people) approach devoutly to 
.take; part in the adoration of the 
holy.-Cross.*. .. . 

4— The Communion service fol- 
lows the return of the sacred Hosts 
from the Repository. After the de- 
vout recitation of the Lord's Prayer 
together, priest and people receive 
.the Lord's Body in Holy Commun- 
ion, that they may share in the 
richer fruits of the Redemption. 

The four figures in the Cruci- 
fixion scene represent the four part 
of the Good Friday service: • 

1 — John the Evangelist wrote the 
account of the' Passion; 2 — Our Lady 
symbolizes the "Praying Church; 
3 — Mary Magdalene kneels and 
bows in adoration of the Crucified 



Savior; 4 — Christ our. Redeemer, 
Who gives Himself to us In, Holy 
Communion, is the Food of our 
souls and the Source of the divine 
Life in us. 

Holy Saturday 
Holy Saturday begins as the day 
of intense sorrow, on which Holy 
Mother Church tarries at the Lord's 
tomb, meditating on His Passion and 
Death. While the altar remains 
stripped bare, the Church abstains 
from the Sacrifice of the Mass, un- 
til, after the solemn Vigil (or night- 
watch of the Resurrection), there 
come the joys of Easter. 

The great Easter candle, symboliz- 
ing Christ, "the Light of the World," 
is blessed, engraved, studded with 
five grains of incense, and then 
lighted as the "pillar of fire," which 
leads the congregation of people 
Into the chureh and provides them 
with light for their candles to il- 
luminate the church while the 
deacon sings the Easter Proclama- 
tion which glorifies the splendor of 
the holy night of the Resurrection. 
Four readings from the Old Testa-, 
ment recall the wondrous works of 
God in olden times, faint prefigur- 
lngs of the marvels He has worked 
in our souls through Christ. The 
Litany of the Saints is sung to im- 
plore the intercession of the 
Church Triumphant. Then the font 
of Baptismal water is blessed, that 
the family of God may grow by the 
fruitfulness of our Holy Mother the 
Church. Provision is made for the 
Baptism of newcomers into the 
family of God; and all the faithful 
join in renewing their Baptismal 
vows. 

As the hour of the Resurrection 
approaches, the altar and the sacred 
ministers are vested and prepared 
for the beautiful Mass of the Resur- 
rection; during it, the bells and the 
organ break their silence, the "Alle- 
luiah" is solemnly intoned, and our 
risen Savior becomes present on the 
altar!

VEHICLE LICENSES 

BE IT. ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, LAKE COUNTY, ILLI- 
NOIS: 

. SECTION 1,'DEFINITION. 
Whenever the term "motor vehicle" 
is *used in this Ordinance it shall 
be construed to include nutmobiles, 
and all other vehicles propelled 
otherwise than by muscular power 
except such as run on rails or 
tracks,, but nothing in this Ordin- 
ance shall be construed to apply to 
affect bicycles or tricycles or other 
vehicles propelled exclusively by 
muscular power. \ 

SECTION 2. LICENSES. Every 
owner or operator of a motor vehi- 
cle or motor ■ bicycle who resides 
within the Village shall pay each 
year to the clerk a tax or license fee 
for the use of each motor vehicle 
as in hereinafter provided. 

SECTION 3. FEES. The annual 
fee' to be paid for vehicle licenses 
for all motor vehicles, including 
automobiles and ' trucks, shall be 
$5.00 if paid prior to July 1st of each 
year and $7.00 if paid after July 1st 
of each year. 

SECTION 4. DEALERS LICENS- 
ES. The license plates issued to 
dealers in motor vehicles ftfr vehi- 
cles held for sale, and used only 
for demonstrations may be trans- 
ferred to any other vehicle so 
held and used by the 'same dealer; 
provided that such dealer shall pro- 
cure one license for each motor ve- 
hicle so held by him at any one time 
during the year. 

SECTION 5. APPLICATION 
— ISSUANCE. Every owner or op- 
erator of a motor vehicle or motor 
bicycle desiring a license -for- such- 
motor vehicle shall file application 
with the, clerk, setting forth the 
name and address of the applicant 
and a description of the vehicle for 
which the license is desired.
